Experiments With 
Western Rye Grass 


Difficulty in Yielding Power Shown by 
Different Varieties 

Of much significance to western far- 
mers are the investigationg into the 
comparative values of different varie- 
ties of western rye grass now being 
made by experts of the Dominion Ex. 
perimental Farms, a brief account of 
which is given in the May-June num- 
ber of the Agricultural Gazette of 
Canada. This grass being self-fertil- 
ized like wheat, It is expected to be 
possible to originate many new varie- 
ties which will be. constant in their 
characteristics, In conducting the 
work, a number of wild forms have 
been collected from different prov- 
inces. From these, plots have been 
established, and frém which 150 lots 
of the grass were grown at Ottawa 
last year for the purpose of studying 
their relative agricultural value. In 
order to provide for further testing, a 
number of varieties have been sent to 
the exeprimental farms and stations 
in the prairie provinceg. An astonish- 


ing difference In yielding power is 
shown by the varieties, for in 1920 
while one gave only 12 pounds 5 
ounces of straw and seed from 800 
plants, another gave 109 pounds 6 
ounces, While complete statistics 


regarding the yleld in 1921 were not 
available it Is believed that the maxi 


mum yield will prove at least five 
times greater than that of the sort 
commonly grown. Analysis by the 
Dominion chemist shows that the 


nutritive constituents of the varieties 
are also very divergent. From these 
facts tt will be seen that the experi- 
ments in progress promise to be of the 
utmost value, particularly to the 
prairie provinces, where western rye 
grass is of corresponding importance 
to that of timothy in the east.

England’s “Mystery Towers” 
Were Intended to Keep German Subs 
Out of Channel 

The secret of England’s “Mystery 
Towers,” fourteen of which were to 
have been built to close the English 
Channel to German submarines, has 
been revealed by the Government's 
request for £80,000 to destroy one of 
them as useless, Since the war the 
Admiralty has been conducting experi- 


ments with one of these huge tow- 
ers and progress has never been 
divulged. But recently, Lieutenant- 


Commander Kenworthy in the House 
of Commons tore aside the veil, Dur- 
ing the latter days of the war, he ex- 
plained, it was necessary at all costs 
to keep German U-boats out of they 
channel and the romantic scheme of 
the “Mystery Towers” was evolyed. 
“Someone,” went on Mr. Kenworthy, 
“hit upon the idea of making concrete 
and steel towers which could be tow- 
ed out and sunk on certain selected 
sandbanks in the channel. On those 
towers were to be mounted search 
lights and guns, and they were also to} 
be equipped with listening apparatus 


—hydro-phones—for detecting sub- 
marines, and with firing apparatus 
for exploding mine fields through 


which submarines were passing.
